-The Lincolnshire feat of trans- 
forming wheat into bread in four 
hours the other day is not in any 
sense a ‘‘record,’’ says the ‘Man- 
chester Guardian.’ It has been 
beaten atleast twice within the 
last few years. On Whitehouse 
Common, near [rdington, in 
Warwickshire, the same feat was 
accomplished in three hours and 
a half six years ago. But this 
was a dilatory performance com- 
pared with that which took place 
shortly afterwards on Mr. Tay- 
lor’s farmat Blokely, in Wor- 
cestershire. Reaping began on a 
field of wheat at nine o’clock in 
the morning. Some portion of 
this was carried to the farm, 
thresned and winnowed. It was 
then taken to the mills, cleaned, 
ground, and dressed. The flour 
was then hurried to the bake- 
hcuse, made into. bread, baked, 
and some of it taken to tho reap- 
ers and eaten in just sixty min- 
utes after it had fallen.

Does not blister or 


TROPICAL BUSH \ WHICH HAS 
MANY SERIOUS DRAWBACKS. 


Australian Mangrove Swamps Stretch 
Unbroken for Miles — Swordfish 
and Sharks Play Havoc With Nets 
—A Gorgeous Bat Dangerous Jun- 
gle—The Serpent in an Eden— 
Lost for Five Days. 


The country around Port Darwin in 
which Engineer-Commander Bilk of 
H.M.8. Pryamuo waa lost for five 
days was well known-to me nineteen 
Hittle. ago, and there has been very 

ttle‘change in the northern territore t 
since that time. The mangrove 
swamps, that sometimes stretch un- 
broken ‘by cliffs or beach for miles, 
are to the-eye gJow, dull green wall 
rising from the sea. Thousands of 
oysters cling to the fantastic roots 
and branches of the mangroves that 
are laved by-the tidewaters, and on 
the bottom lie prawns, crabs and 
other shellfish of enormous size. 
Swordfish and sharks.often play sad 
havoc with the nets, as also do the 
numerous alligators _that: wallow in: 
the black slime brought down by the 
creeks which trickle through the dense 
wilderness of closely knitted _boughs 
and leaves. 

Each evening at ‘sunset flocks of 
flying foxes’ in search of food stream 
from their haunts in the mangroves 
toward the open country; so black, 
eerie and mysterious do they appear 
in the glorious red .and golden light 
as their heavy webbed wings flap 
slowly in their flight, that to the 
imagination of any ‘wanderer in the 
Ly hborhood they become harbingers 

ill-omened fate. Where the stretches 
bi dassling white. beach approach the 
Bwamp one frequently comes on a 
quicksand; and I remember my hor- 
ror when I rode unconscious of its 
existence into the one at Fannie Bay; 
I felt my horse’s feet sink over the 
fetlocks just as my companion’s shout 
brought us back to firm ground. 

Tha territory has been often” de- 
scribed as a sportsman’s paradise, 
At this time of the year the organized 
shooting parties find around the la- 
goons and jungles about ten miles 
rom Port Darwin myriads of differ- 
ent species of wild duck and geese, 
as well as ibis, native companions, 
various kinds of pigeons, cockatoos 
and parrots and emu.and kangaroo. 
Black boys generally accompany. the 
ate to retrieve from the tangle of 

ilies and other beautiful plants, by 
which the surface of the shallow wat- 
ers are thickly covered, the birds that. 
fall to the guns. 

The thick belts of the jungle are 
choked by an undergrowth of parasi- 
tic creepers that have flung their 
ropes around the trunks and into the 
branches of the great trees; to droop 
thence in a maze of tangled loops in- 
to which it is inipossible to penetrate 
far without cutting away. Clusters of 
white, starry flowers shine graciously 
among the green of fern and moss;“a 
blaze of scarlet blossom clings around 
the tall pillar o. a banyan; and the 
soft illumination of heliotrope or- 
chids lights the diverse undergrowth 
that is only half revealed in the ten- 
der brooding twilight.

Christmas Time. 


The natives of the Yukon River re- 
gion hold a festival of the dead every 
year shortly before Christmas, and a 
greater festival at intervals of several 
years. At these seasons food, drink, 
and clothes are’provided for the re- 
turning ghosts in the clubhouse of 
the village, which is illuminated for 
the occasion with oil lamps. Every 
man or woman who wishes to honor a 
dead friend sets up a lamp on a stand 
in front of the place which the dead 
one used to occupy in the clubhouse. 
These lamps, filled with seal oil, are 
kept burning day and night until the 
festival is over. They are believed to 
light the shades on their return to 
their old home and back again to the 
land of the dead. If any one fails to 
put up a lamp in the clubhouse and 
to keep it burning, the shade whom 

e or she desires to honor could not 
find its way to the place, and so would 
miss the feast. en a person has 
been much disliked his ghost is some- 
times purposely ignored, and_ that>is 
deemed the severest punishment that 
could be inflicted upon him. After the 
songs of invitation to the dead have 
been sung the givers of the feast take 
a small portion of ‘food from every 
dish and cast it ‘down aos an offering

Hence, the Esquimaux fear to die 
without leaving behind them some one 
who will sacrifice to their spirit, and 
childless people generally adopt chil- 
dren, lest their shades be forgotten at 
the festivals. 


TO PRESERVE LAKE FISH. 


Canadian Makes Plea Before United 
States Fishermen. 


“Canada is now contributing 86 
per cent. of the lake fish consumed 
in the United States.” This state- 
ment was made by E. Kelly Evans 
of Toronto in a paper read before the 
National Convention at Erie, Pa., re- 
cently. ‘The international problem 
of the proper regulation of fisheries 
of the great lakes” was the subject 
of Mr. Evans’ paper, and in it he 
treated the boundary question from 
the side of a Canadian. He explain- 
ed that the lake fisheries of Canada 
are-practically controlled at the pres- 
ent day by capitalists from the Unit- 
ed States. 

“We know,” he said, “that vast 
quantities of food fish far below the 
legal size are taken over to Uncle 
Sam’s domain, and that is our parti- 
cular_sore spot. We have laws regu- 
lating this feature, but it is perfect- 
ly obvious that their intent is defeat- 
ed by this “practice | of the American 
fish companies.” The Canadian ex- 
pert suggested the advisability of an 
international conference to take up 
the problem. Following this sugges- 
tion a resolution was introduced and 
unanimously passed directing the exe- 

cutive committee of the society to 
communicate with the governors and 
heads of the fish commissions in the 
several states bordering on the lakes, 
with President Roosevelt, the Gover- 
nor-General of Canada and the’ Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Province of 
Ontario, with a view to inducing each 
of them to appoint delegates to attend 
an informal international conference 
at some convenient date. © $

It is) a most remarkable 
coincidence that at every:meeting 
we have addressed'from the, At- 
lantic to the Pacific, we.began.at 
Halifax,that the ladies havé come 
in such numbers, and we “hail it 
as an: augury‘of that success 
which we mean ‘to win at thé next 
general election.

Now I have come to discuss a 
little with you the public issues of 
the country, and there are one or 
two. things which touch. more 
partioularly the interests of this 
western country. In .the firzt 
instance Mr. Root has laid outa 
somewhat comprehensive prs- 
gram for us when we come into 
power. Iam glad to know that 
he has some ideas ready for us 
and I can only say that we will 
do the best we can to meet the 
wishes of this. country in every 
respect, TIespecially realize the 
fact that we have in this great 
western. country a heritage. of 
which every Canadian ought to 
be proud, and of which every 
Canadian is proud. I am also 
thoroughly alive to the fact -that 
this great western country is. pre- 
senting from time to time ‘con- 
ditions which must be thoroughly 
consijered and in order to under- 
stand those conditions it is 
especially the duty of the public 
man, and more especially the 
duty of the men who are in the 
2pposition party to come before 
the people of the country. and to 
meet them face to face so as to 
understand their needs, their 
aspirations and their:-ideals. In 
that way,.and.in only that: way 
can a public man discharge that 
duty which he owes to

Iam sure that 
we all realize that in the east of 
Canada as well in this great 
vestern. country we recognize 
the importance and magnitude of 
this great western heritage, and 
we realize its. wants and needs 
and we realize that the east and 
the west must be bonnd together 
in this country of ours by cords 
that will never be broken, and 
we believe this is coming more 
and more every day. 

In 1903 we took a_ position 
which would have bought you not 
one great transcontinental rail- 
way but two.~ Because it was 
part of our proposal that the 
Canadian Northern as well as the 
Grand Trunk Pacific should also 
be constructed. -In 1904 when 
the government of this country 
modified its contracts still more 
in the interest of the great cor- 


ing an agreement, we came to 
the people of Canada and we 
said’ here are the figures. Canada 
to-day is providing nine-tenths 
of the cash and credit necessary 
for the construction of this great 
national work, and is it not betler 
considering that you are getting 
no effective control over rates of 
anything else, is it not better that 
the people of Canada should go 
just one step further, provide the 


for the construction of that preat 
work, and own a great national 
transcontinental railway not only 
in name but in truth as a high- 
way: for the people of this country 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific? 
We made -that. proposal and |] 
have not one word to. withdraw 
here tonight before you or any 
other audience, as to this bargain 
which the government made if 
Mr. Hayes or Mr. Morse had been 
making that bargain on behalf of 
the country and not Sir Wilfrid 
“Laurier and his associates you 
would have seen a bargain intin- 
itely more in the interests of the 
people than’ the one which 
hag been entered into by the men 
who are at the head of affairs in 
this country. (Cheers). 
Whatis the modern railway? 
It .is the modern highway of 
commerce,. It is a remarkable 
thing that these should have been 
handed over to private enterprise 
and private:control without any 
effective state control for many 
years. And you see the result 
of that)to some extent today in 
the U.S. A. where you_ observe 
capital arrayed against the rights 
of the community, where you see 
the power of the state arrayed 
against the power which controls 


you even'see the power of the 
federal government and_ the 
federal courts arrayed against the 
power of the state government 


to exercise. _ 

So long’as corporations are per- 
mitted to control.these great na- 
tional. highways of-the country 
we see noreason why the state 
should not, through the means 
of these corporations, have some 
interest in that, tremendous un- 
earned increment of value which 
comes to the Capitalist who in- 
vests his money in a railway 
enterprise in a great country like 
this and. under conditions like 
those which prevail at the present 
time. But the government of 
Canada refused our appeal that 
this railway should be constructed 
as a great national highway. We 
should see that every mile of this 
road should be built out of tne 
earned capital. But they have 
permitted the Grand Trunk P. R. 
company to issue $50,000,000 of 
common stock not one dollar of 
which will represent any invested 
capital. What does that $50,000- 
000 represent? It represents in- 
crement of value created, not by 
any effortof the capitalist him- 
self, but coming to him through 
the influx of population, through 
the industry of the people, 
through the development of com- 
merce. And we said to the gov- 
ernment of Canada, if you act as 
trustees of the people of this 
country, and provide al! this cash 
and this credit for the building of 
this great national highway, why 
do youhand over the whole of 
those $59,090,009 of common 
stock to the G.T.P. Railway Co. 
which is only financing a very 
smal] portion of this enterprise ? 

If the people of Canada provide 
these monies for the building of 
this railway, surely itis right that 
a portion of the future profits 
should belong to the people of 
Canada, and therefore, provide 
in yourcharter that at least 25 
out of tha! 5) millions of common 
stock shall be vest3d in the Crown 
in the right of the Dominion of 
Canada, and in the interests of 
the people of this country. (Ap- 
plause.) 

TELEGRAPHS.AND TELEPHONES. 


We made it one of the articles 
of faith which we professed to 
the people of this country as to 
the national system of telegraphs 
and telephones. ‘Ihat, perhaps, 
so far as some shades of public 
opinion in this country are con- 


cerned, has elicited the most

| why should they not be ? 

Mr. Gladstone, in the House of 
Commons, -when. defending. the 
proposal that the telegraph: sye- 
tem of Great Britain ‘should b- 
created and be operated: hy th 
state in the same ways: a3. the 
carriage of the mails, said ‘‘There 
ig no good argument for the car- 
riage of mails asa state .mono- 
poly,’’? and what is it after “all ? 
what.is the object of the postal 
service in this or any other coun- 
try ? It is the transmission of 
intelligence from one man _ to 
another af a distance. What is 
the object of the telegraph ?° the 
transmission of intelligence by a 
more rapid and more ‘speedy 
method, and what is the object 
of the telephone ? the transmis- 
sion of the intelligence by a more 
convenient method. Will: you 
tell me there is any difference in 
the principle ? You tell me these 
cannot: be. carried on--by the 
people of this country through 

‘the State, although they are car- 
ried on upon business metnods by 
private enterprises ? I fail to see 
any good reason to the contrary. 

I would not propose to carry on 
a system of national telegraph 
and telephones subject to that 
political control and interference 
which ha3 wrought 30 much evil 
and is working so much evil to- 
day to the state railways of this 
country. I would propose to have 
them operated as the work of the 


tional works of the ‘people and 
not the works of a politician of 
this country. (Applause). Just 
as I say to-day the state railways 
of Canada, the Intercolonial and 
Prince Edward Island: Railway, 
should be carried on through a 
commission; so that they shall 
be in future the railways of the 
people of Canada and not the 
railways of the politicians of 
Canada. 

What have you in Canada to- 
day ? You- have nearly 20,000 
miles of telegraph line. Where 
is that telegraph ? In the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, on the Island of 
Breton, on the north shore of this 
province, extending up to the 
Yukon, in those. portions of the 
country where private enterprise 
would not receive an adequate 
return from the telegraph line. 
If it ia a good thing forthe people 
of Canada to operate those lines 
in those portions of Canada, it is 
a better policy for the people of 
Canada to invest mcney when it 
will yicll a return to the people 
of Canala? So that we have no 
hesitation in’ giving to the people 
tho proposition I have alluded to. 

SENATE REFORM. 

Yes, the Liberal party did pro- 
mise Senate reform. And since 
they have come into power they 
have made some good appoint- 
ments to the Senate, but they 
have,treated the Senate as a sort 
of refuge home for men who were 
absolutely useless anywhere else, 
and who were put there only asa 
reward for party servica of more 
or less meritorious character. 
(Applause.) The only reform 
that has been attempted or car- 
ried out with respect to tho Senate 
is the appointment of strong 
Liberal adherents to be members 
of that body (applause) and when 
this question has been pressed 


now say that the Senate having 
a strong Liberal majority is 
thoroughly reformed and that 
there is no further occasion fo: 
reform. ec 

Now just one more word on 
another subject—that is, the con- 
trol of public utilities. I men- 
tioned to you a little while ago 
the circumstances that the modern 
highway of commerce is the 
modern railway. That is the true 
highway and I have pointed out 
to you that the modern railway 
and other public utilities have 
been handed over, for the most 
part in this country, to the control 
of private corporations. But let 
us pass by that. There are in 
Canada today some 16,000 or 
20,009 miles of railway owned 
and.operated by private enter- 
prise. I say we should have in 
this country a public utilities 
commission vested with the widest 
possible power to stand as a safe- 
guard for the people of the 
country on the one hand as 
l against corporative greed and 
oppression, and as a safeguard 
lnyaint unjust legislation. Well 
what has been done? I givecredit 
ts t!.e present administration for 
having broughtin an act to es- 
ltablish a railway commission. 
When it was introduced in the 
house of commons I stood up in 
“ince and approved of it. 1 
pledzed my aid to making it as 
vood anactas possibie. It was 
'amended:in a great many ways 
| nefare it-was passed. Since then; 
{at the instance of men sitting on 
our side of the house; it has been 
amended in various ways, so as 
to include express companies and 
telephone companies... And Isay 
that it should be. known as the 
public utilities commission of 
Canada. Its-jurisdiction ‘should 
be extended... Its,personal should 
be increased, inorder that there 
shall be no delay because this 
tribunal is today the most impor- 
tant judicial tribunal that Canada 
possesses. .I believe it should be 
divided “in-:two~ branches, one

It was pressed upon the Liberal] 
government that they had not 
carried out their promise to give 
us prohibition. They said, while 
we have not given you free 
trade as it is in England, 
and prohibition as it is in Maine, 
we have given you free trade as 
itis in Maine, and<prohibition aa 
itisin England. (Laughter and 
applause. ) 

I would like to say a few words 
about provincial rigtts. There 
has been a disposition since the 
Liberal -party came into power 
interfere with provineial rights 
and the Conservative party-takes 
the ground that the provinces of. 
Canada, acting within the sphere 
of the jurisdiction which is con- 
ferred upon them under the con- 
stitution should pe left to carry 
out their work of self government, 
which has been conferred upon 
them by the constitution. Oneof, 
the principles laid down in my 
Halifax speech was the unim- 
paired maintenance of all powers 
of self-government which had 
been conferred upon the: Prov- 
inces of Canada under the con- 
stitution. ‘In the days of Blake, 
the Liberal party posed as the. 
defender and champion of pro- 
vincial rights. The Liberal 
majority in parliament is ready 
at the oall of its friends to deciare 
any wore whatever to be for the 


order that parliament may have 
jurisdiction. And these demands 
have come so flagrantly that even 
the Liberal press of Ontoria has 
began to resent them. 

There are one or to matters of 
special moment. The subject of 
the'control, of the right of the 
people of this province of Alberta 
to control its own public domain 
I mean these agricultural lands, 
these ranch lands these timber 
lands, these mines. In the east 
of Canada wo have Ontario, 
Quebec and _ three Maritime 
Provinces and_each one of these 
controlls in itself any Provincia! 
capital by its own provincial 
legislature, the public domain 
which, belongs to those provinces 
under the terms of confederation. 
Is there any reason why this 
publie domain should be kept 
back from you merely in order 
that the liberal party to day in 
Canada should: use it as a means 
of control over settlers who come 
into this country and as.a means 
whereby- they may .enrich their 
party friends-and speculators all 
over this country. Do you not 
realize that there are to day in 
Canada millionaires who a few 
years ago were poormen? Out 
of whose pockets have come the 
riches of these men, out of whose 
pockets have come the wealth 
these men enjoy to day? I ask 
any of my liberal friends here in 
this audience to stand up and 


‘give mean answer to that? By 


what process has it been done? 
They have done nothing, they 
have been seated in their offices 
they have made certain calls‘:upon 
government offices, in this coun- 
try, and men who yesterday were 
worth‘nothing are to day very 
wealthy,worth a million or a mil- 
lion and a half of dollars. Out 
of whose pocket has this wealth 
come? My liberal friend who is 
prepared to uphold the present 
administration in a policy of that 
kind? This public domain be- 
longs to the people of this 
country, they ought to have the 
revenue of this country. If one 
million dollars was taken out of 
the . public treasurey of this 
country and given away to 
friends what would you say to it? 
What do you say if the equivalent 
of that amount of public domain 
of thiscountry in timber lands, 
in agricultural lands, in mineral 
Jands is distributed in this way? 


WESTERN AUTONOMY. 

Ig there any reason why your 
heritage which you _ possess 
should be governed by the -ad- 
ministration at Ottawa, instead 
of by your provincial legislature? 
Are you less capable or less 
honest of citizenship than those 
in the east? I went into this 
question with a McCarthy and 
Mr. Herron in Ottawa, and they 
said there wa: no reason why you 
should not rule your own province. 
I was of the same opinion, and 
have had no reason to change my 
opinion since. The argument 
against it was that you men of 
the west might deal with your 
public lands so as_ to restrict 
immigration into this country, 
and the reply to this was given 
by Mr. McCarthy and Mr. Herron 
that the people of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan were more vitally 
concerned in having the immi- 
gration of good settlers of high 
order than were the people of 
other provinces. (Applause.) I 
said at Halifax, ata meeting on 
the 20th August last, that one of 
the worst bills passed in the 
Canadian -parliament was the 
restriction of the two provinces, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
(Applause.). 

In 1903 and in 1904 the govern- 
ment opposed and defeated our 
motion that complete provincial 
autonomy should be. granted to 
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Territories... Their refusal wag 
in effect based on the alleged 
belief in the incapacity of the 
people to control their own affairs, 
In 1905 they established two new 
provinces. We took the, ground 
that the public domain, including 
agricultural lands, minerai lands 
and timber lands should pass into 
the ownership and control of th. 
new provinces. The government 
again voted us down, and.in do- 
ing so, based their refusal prin- 
cipally upon the declaration that 
the new provinces would so man- 
age the lanés as to det:r or re- 
strict immigration. No more 
absurd reason could be assigned. 
The western provinces are mor; 
vitally interested in the abundant 
immigration of good settlers than 
any other part of Canada. The 
government desired to keep your 
enormous public domain as a 
means of retaining pewer, and su 
that grants and concessions could 
be made to party friends 
Patents could be withheld from 
homesteaders, the power of pat- 
ronage could be exercised to the 
full. An army of office holders 
could be maintained, many o! 
them would serve asagents ana 
even inanagers of the Liberal 
machine. You are thua paying 
for the maintenance of that 
machine, which serves to defeat 
the expression of your true will 
upon public matters. The citizens 
of Ontario and Quebec exercise 
tights which you do not possess. 
Their public domain is owned by 
the province. It is administered 
at the provincial capital; it is 
controlled by the representatives 
of the province in their own 
legislature. From their timber 
lands alone Ontario receives over 
two millions annually, besides 
two or three millions more from 
the mines. Nuva Scotia receives 
nearly three quarters of a 
million doilars from her mines. 
British Columbia received last 
year over a million dollars from 
her timber lands and this year it 
will exceed two millions, ~ We 
believe that the people of the new 
provinces are entitled to own and 
control their public domain, and 
we advocate the policy of res- 
toration of that domain to the 
new provinces. (Cheers.) 


BETTER POSTAL FACILITIES. 


- The western part of Canada 1s 
not receiving due consideration 
from the post office department. 
It has been the aim of the post 
office department to declare a 
surplus rather -than to give 
efficignt service. Postal facilities 
in the west have not kept pace 
with railway development. The 
service has been starved in order 
that political capital might be 
made. We stand for the im- 
provement of existing postal 
facilities, especially in the newly 
developed portions of the country, 
and the inauguration,after proper 
inquiry as to cost of.2 system of 
free rural mail delivery. That 
system has been successful in 
the United States and it can be 
nfade a success in Canada, and 
the time has arrived when a 
commencement should be made. 
It would be better tohave a more 
efficient service and less of a 
surplus and I believe the--post 
office system of the west should 
not only be kept up to the rail- 
way development but should be 
kept ahead of it. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


We believe ina thorough and 
complete reform of the laws re- 
iating to the Civil Service so that 
future appointments shall be 
made by an independent com- 
mission and upon the report of 
examiners after competitive 
examination. Great Britain gave 
us this example fifty years ago 
and the United States have fol- 
lowed it in recent years. Canada 
is behind the great nations of tha 
world in this respect. The ap- 
pointments to public office is re- 
garded as a party prize and there 
is little or no recognition of the 
fact that itis a public trust and 
ought to be exercised solely in 
the publicinterest Three-fourths 
of the time of members support- 
ing a government is occupied in 
dealing with matters of patron- 
age. Party patronage-and party 
service have more weight than 
character and capacity. ‘ 


The public service is cumbered | 


with useless officials. I am con- 
vinced we will perform a great 
public duty by establishing in 
this country that system which 
prevails in Great Britain under 
which a member of parliament 
has practically no voice in or 
control over any appointment to 
the civil service. 

Upon attaining power we shall 
without delay enter upon and 
complete the necessary investi- 
gation to guide us as to details; 
and this investigation will be 
promptly followed by the requisite 
legislation. 

Now I dealt in Halifax -with 
matters of a great deal of impor- 
tance, and upon some of these I 
desire to say a few words. Some 
of the articles of faith I forwarded 
at Halifax have been regarded 
by some people of this country 
as of rather to advanced for fro- 
gres3ive character, and I want to 
say frankly to some Conservative 
friends thoroughout this country 
that while the National Policy 
upon which Sir John A. Mac- 
donald carried this country in 
1878 may have met the require- 
ments of the country at that 
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require it, the Conservative party 
has always been progressing, has 
always-had in its mind and before 
its eyes the wants and needs of 
the people and as the country 
progresses anc as new conditions 
develop the Conservative party is 
prepared to mze$ that prograss,. that 
developm2at, and those new conditiu: s 
30 to day. we stand .in* Canada a3 we 
lil b2for2 for that National Policy 
Vhich has wrought.so mich of good 
for the people of this country, and 
which our opponeuts after denouncing 
in every Way anl upon every publie 
dlatforin of this country: for 18 years 
‘we not the courags to put aszid+ 
when they came into power. They 
Utered details but they did not dare’ 
so depart from the principals, An: 
for a good reason b2ange every pra- 
dent man knew that the departure 
‘rom thvt principal would hurl them 
vad their party from POWer as soon as’ 
the p2ople of Canad. had the Oppor- 
tunity to do so. Why at the last 
sea3i0n of parliament sat the minister 
Mf finance and the minister of custom 3 
ind those who are free traders as they 
Vive called themselves upon every 
public platform of — this country, 
While the national policy was well 
mough in 1373 and it has b2en all well 
znough since, it will stand in gool 
stead to the people of the country for 
the future, 

2 I do not relate wherein the Liberal 
Government has failed the ‘people of 
Janads to the shame of the rank and 
He of the liberal party, besause I am 
slad to know thut the majority of the 
Liberal party in Canada to day ace 
shamed of these things and would 
aot be prepared to condone then. But 
Ido lay these things to the charge’ of 
the men who in 1899 and 1990 refused 
upon any application in Parliament 
to take any steps to.punish the first of 
those ballot thieves, and this state of 
things is largely due to that protec- 
tection.”

will be carried to that victory which it 
deserves, (Loud and continued ap- 
plause). ; 


J.G.H. Bergeron, M. P., was next 
euled upon by the chairman. Mp, 
Bergeron in his opening remarks stated 
that the more he went through this 
Western country the more he appreci- 
ated its magnitude, its richness, and 
his surprise at snch large gatherings 
to hear them. He remembered when 
he voted money for the construction 
of that Great Railway there .was no 
Red Deer, no Calgary, and now he 
sees here cities like Calgary and Red 
Deer, not only a beautiful country but - 
a fine population. How he -used: to 
sympathize with the men of this coun- 
try because there were no women but 
no longer as he had seen no finer look- 
ing women in the East. anywhere than 
he did in the West. 

Mr. Bergeron proceeded to review 
the history of the Liberal party. They 
had gone into power for four years in 
1874 hut the country had hurled them 
out of office sohard that they didn’t 
recover for eighteen years, and _ this 
was because they could do nothing for 
the country when times were- bad. 
They could manage tostay in power 
when times were good. Sir John A. 
Macdonald had conceived the national 
policy. The Liberals in 1882 had a 
policy which they called “revenue 
tariff.” With their usual sincerity and 
inflexibility of purpose they switched 
from this to ‘‘commercial union” at 
the next election, and then just four 
years later they..conceived of ‘tCon- 
tinental free trade.” And then fol- 
lowed “unrestricted reciprocity.” 

Mr. Bergeron in continuing referred 
to the conference which took place in 
Ottawa in 1893 when the famous plat- 
form of the Liberal party was formnt.- 
lated. There together all the leaders 
of the Liberal party gathered, all the 
“big heads” and they began to discuss 
what they should paste upon their 
banners. “Then up spoke John” re- 
marked Mr. Bergeron. John was a 
big gun inthe party and his words 
were always listened to with reverence 
by his friends. ‘‘We must diminish 
the publie debt” said John. Richard 
Cartwright agreed with John so that 
plank was written in. | Diminish the 
public debt. There you have sincerity 
and honesty-of purpose. 

In the same way Mr. Bergeron spoke 
of “diminish the annual expendi- 
ture,” “the land for the settler,”*‘puri- 
ty of elections,” “prohibition,” and 
“reform of the senate” which he called 
deformity of the senate. Then up 
sprke the man around whose head 
there is almost a halo, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. He said “I thank you, boys, 
for leaving me this for mine, and he 
began to speak of the tariff- So ‘the 
boys said “Ah yes, you will make it 
“revenue tariff.” Wilfrid said ‘‘now 
boys just be quiet a little”. But surely 
they said, it will be ‘commercial 
But again he asked them to 
be silent, and finally when they had 
hushed up, he told them that he was 
fora policy which will evolve a tariff 
which will be a step towards free trade 
as they have it in England. Then they 
cheered and agreed on this, the old 
national policy. But of all their prom- 
ises they have not fulfilled mare than”

A GREAT BASEBALL SERIES. 


How Boston and Providence Battled In 


the League In 1884. 


Probably one of the grandest series 
of, baseball games, played by National 
league clubs was that between the 
Bostons and the Providence Grays In 
1884. The Bostons had won the cham- 
pionship%of 1883, and it was the am- 
bition. of Providence cranks, who lived 
only forty miles away from the Hub, 
to wrest the laurels away from the 
Bean Katers. Every game that was 
played between’ the clubs was at- 
tended by immense crowds, and the 


excitement was at white heat. 


The first game of the series in 1884 
was one of sixteen innings-and result- 
ed in a tie, the score standing 1 to L 
The pitchers were Charley Radbourne 
and Jim Whitney, and 10,000 persons 
saw the battle. The next day Provi- 
dence won by a score of 2 to 1 in 
nine innings, and Charley Sweeney 
struck out nineteen Boston batsmen. 
Of the first eight games Boston won 
five and Providence three. When it 
came time to meet for the four final 
struggles the Providence team had 
won every series from the other league 
clubs and wanted to win the series 
from the Bostons too. Radbourne ac- 
cordingly was assigned to pitch in all 
four games on four successive days. 
He was in such magnificent form that 
in oH of the games the Bostons were 
beaten_and scored the sum total of one 
run. One of the games lasted eleven 
innings. It was played in Boston and 
wag finally won by the Rhode Island- 
ers by a score of 1 to 0. Arthur Ir- 
win, who was the shortstop for Provi- 
dence, drove a long fly toward the 
right fleld fence, and the ball went 
through a hole between the beards. It

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CORRECT PRUNING. 


The Right and Wrong Way Illustrated 
and Described. | 


The question frequently arises when 
to prune. Among the earlier horti- 
eulturists this question was often an- 
swered as follows: Prune when your 
knife is sharp. This is a comparative- 
ly safe method to follow with some 
plants, but. where the problem in- 
volves the management of extensive 
commercial plantations it is not s0 
easy to prune in this miscellaneous 
fashion, remarks New England Home- 
stead. The work must necessarily be 
done et some particular season and 
carried on in a systematic manner af- 
ter some definite plan. 

With most orchardists and garden- 
ers pruning can best be done during 
the winter or early spring months, 
and where the object is the removal 
of small branches this season is un- 
doubtedly quite as satisfactory as any 
other. In fact, pruning during late

spring, about the time or just pre- 
vious to the beginning of growth, is 


particularly advantageous with the 
peach, because at that season, as a 
rule, all injury to the animal growth 
from winter killing will be apparent, 
and the pruner can take advantage of 
this to remove all dead or injured 
branches and at the same time modify 
his plan so as to leave a maximum |! 
quantity of wood in order to secure | 
a profitable crop of fruit, which might 
not be possible were the usual prac- 
tice of removing half the annual 
growth followed in such seasons. 

With apple {nd pear, which suffer 
less from winter killing, the annual 
pruning can as well be done in March 
in the north as at any othen season. 
With. the grape, however, which is 
likely to produce a heavy flow of sap 
if the pruning is delayed until late 
in the season, it is undoubtedly best 
to do the pruning during the late fall 
and early winter months. 

To obtain best results in removing 
large branches two cuts should be 
made—that is, the branch should be 
sawed off eighteen or twenty inches 
above the point of its origin to pre- 
vent splitting down and _ tearing off 
a considerable portion of the bark. 
After the weight of the branch has 
been lessened by cutting away the 
main part a second cut can be made 
and the stub held in position until 
the cut is completed. This prevents 
the splitting down and tearing: of the 
bark which are likely to result from 
the careless removal of large branches. 

The evil results of splitting can be 
overcome frequently by cutting first 
on the under side of the limb and 
then upon the upper side, as shown 
in the second figure, so that the break- 
ing of the tissue occurs near the mid- 
dle of the wound instead of at one 
side. When this is the. case, tearing 
and splitting seldom occur, * 


How Horses Are Fed. 

In Australia oats play very little 
part in the feeding of horses> Corn 
is the great horse feed of that ‘coun- 
try—generally fed whole—and oats are 
only used in the diet of expensive 
race-horses. The timothy and clover 
of Canada have no place in the Anti- 
podes. .Lucerne is the grass most in 
favor, and two or three crops a year 
are easily grown in the sub-tropical 
parts of that continent. Although 4 
country where horses are raised as 
numerously as cattle here, the major- 


ity of them never know the taste of +4 


corn or any other grain, the indigen- 
ous grasses of the country satisfying 
under most conditions as food for all 
stock.’ Where corn is fed is in the 
case of horses that are working hard, 
as those in cities and_horses employ- 
ed by teamsters who ply into the back 
country for wool, taking with them 
generally a load of goods for some In- 
terior storekeeper, but the vast num- 
ber of horses used on sheep and cattle 
runs in Australia and New Zealand 
for stockmen and boundary riding 
purposes, are ail innocent of the 
form. 
English Clover Seeds. a- 

Seed selection should be practiced 
by every farmer in Ontario: Its bene- 
fits are familiar to all men who have 
tried it for themselves or have be- 
lieved the college reports. It pays. 
That is well proven, and what pays 
is what every man wants to get. Much 
of the clover in Ontario has been full 
of foul seeds this year, and it will 
not pay to resow the same. More- 
over, the selection of seed from a dif- 
ferent clime may be a good idea. It 
is said that the English seeds are a 
good crop“this year, and that the 
sample is free from weed seeds. Now, 
farmers would no doubt find the germ- 
inating power of this.seed, as well as 
the vigor of the plant, to amply re- 
pay them for any trouble they may 
be put to get them. It will pay to 
sow the best.

Upon a recent visit to Ontario I 
found that cutting hay pefore feeding 
is commonly ptacticed,” says a writer- 
on farm topies. ‘‘It is claimed that it 
prevents waste, a5 eut hay cannot be 
thrown out of mangers, and. other 
feeds can be mixed with it to the best 
ndvantage. Some farmers eut hay and 
oat straw together, mix the proper 
proportion of ground grain with it, 
dampen it and pile it up. In twenty- 
four to thirty hours it begins to heat. 
Then it is eaten greedily and makes a 
fine substitute for ensilage.” 

Mulberries In Orchards. 

One of the characteristics claimed 
for the mulberry is that the fruit ri- 
pens over a period of several months. 
The tree is a rapid grower, and the 
abundance of fruit produced makes it 
specially useful for planting around 
stables and chicken and stockyards. 
As the fruit is greatly relished by 
birds, a few mulberry trees planted in 
the orchard serve ss a protection to 
other more valuable fruits.—American 
Cultivator.
